His warnings about the military- 
industrial complex must have been 
hogwash, loo, 

Cain dot isn't remembered for 
j.F.K/s ability to keep his pants 
zipped. So there must still be Soviet 
IREiMs in Cuba — and he deserved 
what he got in Dallas. 

Bv wav of contrast, assume Ronald 
Reagan has been faithful to Nancy. 
Does that increase your respect for 
him? Does it mean he didn’t leave us 


with the biggest deficit in the history 
of money? 

Nowhere in our past, or anyone 
else's, h there a correlation between 
monogamy — or the lack of it — and 
political ability. Whom a President 
has slept with means nothing com- 
pared to which campaign contribu- 
tors he’s whoring lor. 

Competence, of course, isn't 
the only quality we look for in 
Presidential timber. There's also 
the knotty matter of character. 
An affair could reveal dues to 
that— if only we knew the details. 

Did lie neglect Ins family or his 
work? Did he and his lover have 
blood tests and use condoms? 
Was he good to his wife when he 
got home? Is he as tolerant of his 
wile as he expects her to be of 
him? Problem is, a candidate 
who’d spew those kinds of details 
in public couldn’t be trusted wit It 
any position higher than chat of 
daytime talk-show hose. 

Conversely; monogamy alone 
is no proof of character — espe- 
cially in a climate where absolute 
fidelity is an absolute require- 
ment for electabilily — because we 
have no way of know ing if a can- 
didate has been faithful to his 
wife or to his ambitions. 

In years past, it was a moot, or 
more exactly, mute, point— the 
press simply didn't report what it 
knew about extramarital activi- 
ties. Hypocritical, perhaps, but it 
negated the greater hypocrisy of hav- 
ing candidates eliminated by irrele- 
vant taboos. Today, when every shred 
of gossip is sure to be published, we 
can no longer pretend that infidelity 
is grounds for political rlisqualili- 
r; LI ion. Doing so makes us hostage to 
every cheap-shot campaign manager, 
editor and Bible thumper who can af- 
ford to pay an ex-girlfriend to talk. 

Once every four years, it's our duty 
to hire someone for the most compli- 
cated, dangerous job in the world. It’s 
no time to fuck around. 
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In the predawn hours of September 
27* 3 991* FBI agents, backed by the 
LAPD vice squad* broke down the 
front gale to X- rated film maker fames 
Wasson's West Hollywood apartment, 
rousing him from bed to Ex- shackled, 
hauled downtown and strip-searched. 
Wasson, who (ills directed several gay 
videos for Vivid Video Incorporated 
under the name Jim West, was joined 
in jail hy Chit loiihus, who makes 
straight videos for Vivid under the 
name Paul Thomas. Three weeks later, 
the directors and Vivid's owners, Ste- 
ven flirsch and David James, found 
themselves in a federal district court in 
Oxford, Mississippi, charged with con- 
spiring to distribute obscene materials. 

They were in Oxford because the 
Supreme Court's 1973 Miller ruling on 
obscen i t y gra n I s comm un ilies broad 
rights to determine if sexually oriented 
materials violate local standards of de- 
cency. An Oxford grand jury had 
found that the mainstream sex in 
Vivid's videos violated theirs. But it 
wasn't the citizens of Oxford who had 
risen up in outrage over the presence 
of j \ymf/ho R rak and Still and Ptfrptr 
Boys. The iitrficiments wore orchestrat- 
ed in Washington, D.C — if adminis- 
tered with the aid of a compliant local 
D.A, — by i he National Obscenity En- 
forcement Unit, the Justice Depart- 
ment's gung-ho band of smut-bu sting 
prosecutors. The most enduring judi- 
cial legacy of disgraced Attorney Ge n- 
era! Edwin Meese, the IS’ member unit 
is waging a much-publicized war on 
the adult-entertainment industry. 

Consider that the number of U.S. 
obscenity prosecutions jumped nearly 
400 percent from 1987 to 1990; in 
1990, 120 individuals or corporations 
were indicted. Also in 1990, the unit 
broadened its Project Post Porn cam- 
paign again si mailorder distributors 
to target video producers. In 1991. 
wiih the indictments of Wasson and 
Toubus, it went after directors. 

The Vivid bust bore the earmarks of 
a classic National Obscenity En farce - 
uieni Unit operation. Standing Miller 
on its head, the unit seeks out what it 
thinks are the nation's least tolerant 
communities and, by prosecuting na- 
tional companies in these locales, at- 
tempts to impose their conservative

standards tm she rest of us. Spending 
millions of dollars annually, the feds set 
up local video shops, order tapes from 
California and get she Postal Service to 
make the bust when they're mailed, 
"We need a phone book to list all the 
places you can and cannot ship to," 
says David hastens, chairman and 
president of the Adult Video Associa- 
tion. liut "it s impossible to do commu- 
nity-standard studies in every com [mi- 
ni ty iti the United Slates. Wc don't 
have the resources." The NOEU God 
Squad does. 

The God Squad's goons have been 
challenged by only two opponents. 
One courageous distributor, Philip 
Harvey (''Project Post Porn," Tht 
Playboy Forum, September 1990), has 
Ixen fighting back and just recently the 
ACLU has decided to bring its consid- 
erable muscle lo the fray. The unit is, 
according to the ACLU, a "constitu- 
tionally renegade operation" so tanked 
on religious zealotry that it routinely 
trashes the law in its self-described mis- 
sion to restore America's "moral fiber," 
Documents from Harvey's lawsuit and 
a blistering ACLU report, *4 four i the 
fjiir; The Jusikr HeftaUmenfs fthr/lgaimt 
Pit First 4v2ffldWt.it, issued last Decem- 
ber, contain amazing admissions of to- 
talitarian behavior on the part of the 
agency. Unlike the courts, which have 
wrestled for decades with the defini- 
tion or obscenity these Christians pass 
around soft-core magazines — which 
they know could never be found legal- 
ly obscene — and agree to rid the U S, 
of them. Even a woman's bare breasts 
were deemed "offensive and repug- 
nant" by H, Rob Showers, the unit's 
born-again first director, "Any kind of 
nudity," Showers said, "particularly 
frontal nudity, tii ale or female, and any 
sex act [is] immoral and obscene." 
Richard Lambert, Assistant U-S- Dis- 
trict Attorney for Utah and an architect 
of (he unit s legal strategies, agreed. 
“Society would be better off," he de- 
clared in a deposition . "[if] there were 
no market for Playboy 1' 

Even the FBI's own obscenity inves- 
tigators — tough guys without bleeding 
hearts- — were shocked hy the unit's ■sin- 


gle-mindedness. ShowtR, HU special 
□gent Raymond Bernard testified, was 
a "fanatic, a zealot" on the subject of 
pornography, which passed an interest 
and became a preoccupation. 

"They had a vision that, if they pros- 
ecuted enough people, they could 
eventually shut down [the] adult-por- 
nography industry, 4 * testified Robert 
Marmara, then the FBI's chief obscen- 
ity investigator, in a deposition. He was 
troubled by the unit's trampling on 
constitutionally protected speech: 
They "became zealots [whose! religious 
belief overstepped good judgment." 
At the Justice Department, the unit, 
which Showers had staffed with attor- 
neys front the private, procensorship 
group Citizens for Decency Through 
Law, was an embarrassment, thanks 


in part to its sponsorship of lunatic 
groups (hat link pornography with Sa- 
tan i mn. As Doug McCullough, Show- 
ers' hem, admitted to attorney*, “The 
people that arc in charge of this inves- 
tigation are crazy about this subject." 

The unit did come up with an in- 
spired legal strategy* It realized it 
didn't have to win convictions (in many 
cases it knew' it would lose) lo force 
ecu n pan i e* ou t of I l ie bus? n ess of se! iirt g 


sexually oriented materials; it merely 
had lo bankrupt them and deprive 
them of competent counsel Since 
there are “a limited number . . . of First 
Amendment lawyers [capable] of de- 
fending these Organizations," Marinaro 
stated, the unit endeavored to “tie 
them up as much as possible" by bring- 
ing simultaneous indictments in (ar- 
il ung parts of the land. The tactic 
worked. Companies slated to begin 
four trials in four districts within two 
months threw up thcil hands and 
agreed to go quietly. 

Another tactic was to indict “deep," 
charging as many company employees 
as possible, since each defendant need- 
ed his or her own lawyer. "This strate- 
gy would test the I ini its of the ponsog- 
raphctT endurance," IB ent Ward. U.S. 
District Attorney for Utah during the 
F.ighties anti another unit architect, 
w rote to Meese, 

Jury acquittals need not be major 
setbacks, either. One defense counsel 
testified, "federal prosecutors made 
dear to us that . , . defendants would be 
prosecuted in another jurisdiction, 
and . . . this process would he repeated 


until convictions were obtained or de- 
fendants agreed to plead guilty." If all 
else failed, the feds could threaten to 
invoke forfeiture provisions similar to 
the RICO Act and seize the company's 
assets. "The greater the risk, the less 
the incentive to remain in business,” 
Ward advised Moose, .And if these, tac- 
tics required nuisance searches to dis- 
rupt the company's activities, if they 
flouted the government's ban on multi- 


ple prosecutions ns inherently unfair, if 
they were textbook cases of illegal “bad 
faith" prosecutions waged “without 
reasonable expectation of obtaining a 
valid conviction" — hey, it's the Justice 
Department. "I don't think anybody 
was really aware of the scope of this 
campaign and its real goals in the first 
few years," says Marjorie Heins, co- 
author ofdfotr iht Low and director of 
the ACL Us Arts Censorship Project. 
"When they use multiple prosecution 
as the weapon lo bludgeon those w hose 
speech they disfavor, for the purpose of 
bankrupting or putting so much pres- 
sure on an individual or company that 
they will have to cry unde and enter in- 
to □ plea agreement in which they es- 
sentially relinquish their First Amend- 
ment rights, [hat is an unlawful 
motivation that violates the First 
Amendment." 

Some judges thought so, also- in 
198ft, a U.S. district court ruled that, 
because of the government's bad-faith 
conduct, one defendant faced ' annihi- 
lation. by attrition il not by conviction," 
and granted an injunction. Alarmed by 
the reversal and the outlaw direction in 
which Showers was leading the agency, 
the unit’s Special Attorney, Paul C, Mc- 
Common I U, drafted a five-page memo 
to Showers outlining the shaky consti- 
tutional grounds on which he had 
placed the unit and warning of future 
judicial setbacks. “On several occasions 
1 have advised you of my concerns," 
McCommon wrote, "but I don't feel 
you have taken my warnings seriously." 

Showers' response, according to Me* 
Commnn's sworn deposition, was clas- 
sic Reagan -Bush management style. I 
want you to gather up the copies, and I 
want you to get the diskette from the 
secretary who typed it, 1 ’ he instructed. 
"And I want you to shred it." 

Pussy gate proved too much for 
Showers' superiors ai the Justice De- 
part mem, who suspended and re- 
moved him. His replacement, Patrick 
Trueman, was the former general 
counsel to Americans United for Life, 
Trueman was another believer, but not 
in American democracy. Asked by one 
defense attorney whether un convicted 
defendants weren't being forced to sur- 
render (heir First Amendment rights, 
Trueman ("another individual whose 
religiosity clouded his judgment, '' ac- 
cording lo Marinaro) replied, That’s 
correct. They are. The reason is. they're 
criminals and they can't lx- trusted." 

Subsequent court rulings have 
brought l he unit back to reality. In 
1990, finding that a substantial likeli- 
hood existed that the unit's conduct 
■'constitute^] l bad faith calculated 


to suppress constitutional rights," a 
Washington. D.U.. federal judge cm* 
joint'd the unit from its multiple-prose- 
cution strategy'. Last fall, a L'.S, district 
court in Dallas rejected the govern- 
ment's attempted use of RICO-stylc 
laws to seize corporate assets as a 
"transparent pretexl for closing down 
a legitimate business," It scolded 
the Justice Department: “The First 
Amendment’s safeguards against prior 
restraint of expression do uni vanish 
merely because a criminal Maiuie is 
used io silence printing presses." 

".Vi e wc such weaklings that wc need 
a Justice Department (ask force to pro- 
tect our delicate sensibilities?" asked 
author Susan Isaers, one of the artists 
who spoke at the December 1991 
ACLU press conference that intro- 
duced AWr iht few. "As a nation, we 
were never given to fainting spells. . . . 
So how come, all of a sudden, we've be- 
come a nation of weenies?” 

The ACLU called for (lie unit's aboli- 
tion and for congressional hearings 
into its behavior, l he Adult Video As- 
sociation and the Free Speech Legal 
Defense Fund rallied 700 people to 
protest in front of the Federal Building 
in Westwood, California, Their call for 
larger demonstrations may prove frus- 
trating. Viewers of X-rated movies are 
often loath to admit it (just ask 
Clarence Thomas) anti aren't likely to 
take [o the streets. More promising arc 
the establishment of an information 
bank for defending aduk-entenaifi- 
m cm companies and an anticipated Le- 
ga! counterattack on the Justice De- 
partment, While acknowledging that 
the unit’s founders were “wedded to a 
certain ideology," Justice Department 
spokesmen don't seem to get what the 
fuss is about, "Wc go after pornogra- 
phy the way we go after narcotics or 
terrorism,’* says Doug Tilleit, denying 
charges of criminality. But the unit re- 
cently changed its name to the Child 
Exploitation and Obscenity Section, 
obviously for PR purposes, since child 
pornography has never been its press- 
ing concern. Meanwhile, people are 
going lo prison. Michael Warner, pres- 
ident of Great Western Litho, was sen- 
tenced to eight months incarceration 
for the crime of printing video boxes. 

“They're not going lo stop with me," 
warns film director Wasson, “They're 
going to go after other directors, 
they’re going to go after the actors, 
they're going to go after the people 
who watch these things." 

If a piece of parchment caLled the 
Bill of Rights gets in iheir way, the God 
Squad prosecutors know how to han- 
dle that. They'll shred it.
